LDP in chaos 


The third effect of the Lockheed scandal was to throw 
the ruling party into chaos. Nothing before had ever 
threatened to so thoroughly discredit the party in the 
eyes of the voters. And if that wasn’t enough, the 
question of how to handle the crisis triggered factional 
fighting in the LDP that carried the possibility that the 
coalition of conservative factions that form the party 
would break up. 

Prime Minister Takeo Miki kept insisting that he 
would pursue a thorough investigation of the Lockheed 


scandal at all costs. The general public applauded his | 


determination but pressing the Lockheed mess too far 
was the last maneuver Miki’s opponents in the LDP 
wanted or would tolerate. 

Ignoring traditional policies and procedures of the 
LDP was one thing, but actively pressing the Lockheed 
investigations — and ithe growing threat of permanent 
damage to the LDP — was too much. By the end of May, 
the first of many moves to force Miki’s resignation were 
under way. : 

Etsusaburo Shiina, 78, LDP Vice-President, reportedly 
charged that Miki was “..much too excited about 
unraveling the scandal and was paying less attention to 
party and state affairs.’ Thanks to Lockheed the 
government had not been able to pass several key bills 
but the press and public took the view that moves to 
oust Miki were really. designed to cover up the 
investigations. And public outcry became so great that 


time and again Miki’s opponents were forced to back 
off. 


Tanaka arrested 


Then on July 27, former Prime Minister Kakuei 
Tanaka, 58, was arrested — first on a charge of violating 
foreign exchange laws and later for accepting bribes, 
both in connection with the Lockheed affair. The public 
was surprised and happy. As Japan Tupperware 
executive Katsuya Hirano, 38, put it, “Well I was very 
happy because it [Tanaka’s arrest] shows that even 
those in the highest position — if they do something 
wrong — will certainly be punished. That’s necessary in a 
society where under-the-table type of activity prevails 
like [in] Japan.” 

Everybody — Miki’s opponents in particular — did not 
share the same feelings and Tanaka’s arrest triggered the 
most violent ‘‘oust Miki’ movement of all. Members of 
Tanaka’s old faction were especially bitter because they, 
and others, saw Miki using Lockheed as an excuse to 
further his own political interests. The more Miki pushed 
Lockheed against the wishes of his own party, the more 
popular he became. And politically motivated or not, 
Tanak’s arrest practically eliminated one of Miki’s most 
powerful rivals. 


First female mayor 


picked in Pocatello 


POCATELLO, Idaho 
(AP) — This southeastern 
Idaho town has its first 
woman mayor, Donna 
Boe, 42, elected Thursday 
night to a one-year term 
by Pocatello’s city council. 
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According to Hiroshi Fujitani, professor of political 
science at Osaka University, there .were two major 
reasons for the repeated failures of the moves to oust 
Miki. The cry and pressure of political opinion was the 
first factor but even more potent was that the next 
candidate for Miki’s position was undecided. Even 
though the anti-Miki forces were united against the 
prime minister, they were not clear on who should 
replace him. Said Professor Fijitani, “If they had a 
clear-cut candidate, perhaps the attempts to oust Miki 
would have succeeded.”

Compromise adopted 


The struggling continued until early September when 
the situation reached a climax of either submitting to a 
compromise proposal made by neutral party executives 
or of splitting the party. In the end, Prime Minister Miki, 
with more than 40 years of political service, prevailed. 
According to the compromise plan, Miki then dumped 
all of the anti-Miki ministers except for Deputy Prime 
Minister Takeo Fukuda and Finance Minister Masayoshi 
Ohira in a cabinet re-shuffle. 

Usually the Prime Minister will pick the best time — 
from the LDP point of view — to hold an election by 
dissolving the Lower House. The constitutional term for 
representatives is four years but the average is closer to 
two and one-half to three years. On December 9, for the 
first time under the present constitution, the full term of 
the Lower House expired and like it or not an election 
had to be held. 

Theoretically, the opposition parties could not have 
asked for a better opportunity. The Lockheed scandal, 
the sluggish economy, LDP factional strife — everything 
was against the LDP. But by November 15 when the 
election was officially proclaimed and campaigning for 
office became legal, it was obvious that the opposition 
had not capitalized on the situation. . 

In the words of law student Tadakutsu Matsuoka, 22, 
“T think things [after the election] will be the same as 
up to now. The opposition doesn’t have the ability [to 
rule] and it will be impossible for them to get together. I 
think Japanese politics are like a bad wife. She may be 
unjust or even cruel but we can’t or won’t change 
because no matter how bad the home situation becomes, 
there’s no one else to flirt with.”

(NLC). In June Yohei Kono and five other young 
legislators bolted the LDP and offered themselves as a 
second conservative party. Before the election they 
consistently voted with the LDP, and they went into 
their first election clean. The voters, however, went into 
the election basically unimpressed. 

During the election campaign from November 15 to 
December 5, Lockheed was not a major issue. For the 


first time in ten months, Lockheed was no longer front

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were either arrested or named during the Lockheed 
investigations ran for re-election. Takayuki Sato, former 
vice-transportation minister, was the only loser. 

Two members of Miki’s cabinet failed to win and the 
men who headed the three major factions of the 
Communist JSP also lost. 

With the LDP’s general poor showing, the chances 
were slim that Miki would be re-elected as prime 
minister. The public support that had kept him in power 
for so long was finally gone. 

Said Tomosuke Yoshinari, an executive ae a major 
chemical manufacturer, “Mr. Miki lost public support 
because he spent too much effort on the Lockheed 
problem and did too little about important national 
problems such as solving the economic crisis.” Three 
days after the election Miki indicated he would resign 
and take responsibility for the LDP set-back. — 

Once Miki decided to take the hanamichi or honorable 
exit by stepping down and staying in the party, Takeo 
Fukuda became the most likely man to take his place. 
No one else could offer himself as a better candidate. 
Then true to form, the LDP laid aside its factional 
emnities and named Fukuda president of the LDP by 
unanimous vote: The next day the ex-Finance Ministry 
bureaucrat was elected prime minister and amid rumors 
that Tanaka had exercised considerable influence over 
selection of the different ministers, Fukuda announced 
his cabinet. Particularly suspect was the appointment of 
Tanaka man. Hajime Tamura as transport minister and 
the role that ministry will play in Tanaka’s upcoming 
trial. 

The Fukuda regime has begun under serious domestic 
and foreign pressures adversely affecting the economy. 
To name two major problems, there is growing pressure 
in Europe and the U.S. against Japanese exports. At the 
same time the number of Japanese bankruptcies and the 
amount of their liabilities for 1976 broke all previous 
records. The first real test for Fukuda will come in July’s 
election when the LDP will have an extremely tough 
fight to keep its slim majority in the Upper House. 

By that time the Lockheed investigations — which are 
far from complete — may turn up new arrests and 
trouble for the LDP. In the words of out-going LDP 
Vice-President Etsusaburo Shiina, “I want Mr. Fukuda 
to be very careful because he has a dangerous path to 
tread. And he might find the going tough...”

Kong keeps original plot but loses heart

A half-hour before showtime, 
we stood with many others 
towards the front of the line at 
the Paramount Theatre. The line 
extended up Center Street and 
around the block along 
University Avenue. It was cold, 
but the muffled chatter among 
the simply curious and the 
downright devoted 
““Kongaholics’’ made the 
Cx pe Pike c.e - SO me What 
memorable. After all, we were 
going to be among the first to 
see what was being publicized 
simultaneously that night at an 
unprecedented 2,500 ‘theatres 
worldwide as “The most'exciting 
original motion picture event of 
all time — King Kong.” The 
feeling was much like one would 
imagine of the movie-crazed 
viewer of 1933 when the original 
“King Kong” made its successful 
debut. 


Disappointment 


However, once in the theatre 
and into the film, the feeling 
generated by the new “King 
Kong’? was a_ disappointing 
let-down. Directed by John 
G.- Eow eting -Inferno,’”) 
Guillermin, the Kong remake is 
entertaining in its own: way and 
in parts in engagingly inventive, 
but nevertheless is. tantamount 
to the overall emotional impact 
of a partially inflated, balloon.

The script by Lorenzo Semple, 
Jr., attempts to deepen the 
emotional attachment of the 
two and is more effective in the 
death scene at the end than in 
the 1930s original, but the 
cavalier language often used by 
Lange in the film makes Kong 
less believable as he is met with a 
feminist tirade, not awe and 
fear. As such, Kong is the 
somewhat effaced central figure 
of a comically inconsistent 
script.

Although there were some 
scenes, like Kong’s destruction 
of. the. elevated train, that 
reminded one of a 1950s 


Japanese monster film, the 
technical expertise of Kong II 
was impressive. The facial 
expressions of Kong were 
amazingly articulate and the 
process photography (action 
played against rear-projected 
scenes, which the original Kong 
pioneered) was convincingly 
executed. The jungle scenes were 
beautiful, but lacked the 
prehistoric, other-world quality 
and tonal range that made the 
original Kong so atmospheric; 
plus, for $24 million one could 
expect more predatory assaults 
on the King than a single giant 
rattlesnake. 


Giant reptiles 


Indeed, the highlights of the 
original showed scenes of Kong 
fending off a mammoth lizard, a 
tryannosaurus and a pterodactyl, 
all painstakingly animated 
frame-by-frame. The aura of 
reality affected by Willis 
O’Brien’s smooth and exacting 
use of stop-motion animation of 
the 18-inch models imparted a 
believability that was lost in the 
new Kong which ironically was 
thought to be more credible by 
showing the movements of a 
Matheain an ape Suit at a 
somewhat reduced projection 
speed. “Godzilla,” a low-budget 
1956 Japanese. film, destroyed 
whatever plausibility was given 
to a monster played by a man in 
a rubber suit, and it comes off 
no more convincingly when 
millions of dollars are poured 
into a film as DeLaurentiis has 
done in his “King Kong.” 


No classic _ 

This lavish budget, incessently 
ground-out publicity and liberal 
doses of suggestive sex often

Kong” will undoubtedly be—but 
not necessarily a classic motion 
picture. 

In many ways, however, the 
new Kong displays itself more-as

For William Liechty, the day someone originally 
proposed building a ski resort in the mountains east of 
Provo was the day his nightmare began. 

“Pye got things dating back 20 years,” Leichty said, 
shuffling back through a sheaf of newspaper clippings, 
government documents and maps. 

Pointing to one of the maps, Leichty puts a finger on 
his forty-acre patch of land, surrounded by the Uinta 
National Forest. 


Forest Service officials recently stated that they would 
issue a special use permit to Wilderness Associates, 
developers of the area, to build a $100 million recreation 
complex named Heritage Mountain there. 

The permit boundaries surround Leichty’s land; and 
he isn’t happy with it. He filed an appeal last week with: 
the forest service to reverse their decision to allow the 
project. 


Wilderness president Gary Williamson. groans at the | 


mention of Leichty’s name. “‘Leichty set a price on his 
land and we wouldn’t take it,” Williamson said. When 


the company didn’t pay his price, Leichty started to — 


make trouble, according to Williamson. 

Not only has he filed appeals on the decision and 
appeared in hearings on the matter, he has taken the city 
to court, arguing that the city was giving unnecessary 
breaks to the developers. 

He also claims in his appeal that Uinta foresters failed 
to recognize Forest Service rules dealing with Land Use 
conserving watersh areas, the priority of 
dispersed recreation over developed recreation, and not 
complying with guidelines on preparing an 


- Environmental Impact Statement. He also charged that 


they had not held true public hearings and:had ignored 
the advice of the Forest Service’s own regional sports 
specialist. 


According to Uinta National Forest Supervisor Don T. 
Nebeker, the Forest Service complied with all 
regulations applicable to the project. 

“If there was some place we did wrong, I’d like to 
know about it possibly even more than he does,” 
Nebeker said.

BYU’s basketball team enters 
its schedule of conference games 
this week on a winning note, 
after defeating Utah State for 
the first time in eight games 
Saturday night, 85-77. 

“We played tough together, 
said Coach Frank Arnold. ‘“This.

The Cougars’? WAC schedule 
opens Friday with a home game 
against Colorado State. Saturday 
they take on Wyoming. 

Playing before the largest 
Marriott Center basketball 
crowd in two years — 20,363 — 
the Cougars took the lead at 6-4, 
and except for one point whén 
USU led 36-35 late in the first

_half, held onto the lead the 


entire game. 

But because of 13 turnovers in 
the first period, the Cougars had 
to settle for a 40-40 tie going 
into the locker room. 

Arnold credited the Aggies for 
the number of Cougar turnovers. 
USU stole the ball from the 
blind side, he said. “It wasn’t 
our bad ball-handling.” 


Zone 


BYU used a zone for the first ~ 
time at home this season, and 
for. the first time in Arnold’s 
20-year coaching career, he used 
a zone the entire game. 

‘They didn’t surprise us with 
the zone,” said Aggie Coach 
Dutch Belnap, “because they 
‘used it over Christmas. They 
were very effective with it.” 

According to Arnold, “We 
gave the outside shot with the 
zone to protect inside.” Oscar 
Williams, who generally has his 
best games against BYU, “is not 
an outside shooter,” Belnap said. 
“They know that. That’s one of 
the reasons they went into the 
zone.” Williams got, six points, 
and 13 assists, before fouling 
out. 

The Cougars built a nine-point 
lead in the second half, but saw 
it dwindle to two with 4:03 
remaining. Then Mark Handy, 
who had “one of the best games 
of his career,’ Arnold said, hit 
two free throws to make it

Turning point 


Then came the turning point. 
With 3:31 left, Mike May drove 
in to score, but, surrounded by 
Aggies under the basket, passed 
off to Scott Runia, who went in 
for a layup and was fouled. He 
sank a free throw to complete a 
three-point play and make the 
score 76-69. 

The brilliant play brought the 
aroused BYU fans to their feet. 
The Cougars pumped in nine 
more points to eight for the Ags 
to bring the final tally to 85-77. 

“BYU played extremely well,” 
Belnap said. ““We had to play 


excellent ball to stay with 
them.” This is the first time 
Belnap has lost to the Cougars as 
USU head coach. 

“Handy played well. He was 
tough on the boards,” the Aggie 
coach said. The 6-8 senior had
